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Applicant argues that Gunther does not teach a system for sweepstakes entries with multiple point values assigned to different hyperlinks 
and that there's no proper motivation to modify Gunther to do so. The Examiner disagrees with Applicant because in Gunther the users 
are being awarded points for viewing and for clicking on enough pages (page, paragraph IV) therefore it would have been obvious and 
would have made sense to assign different points to the different pages being viewed in order to further motivate the user for clicking on a 
particular link. Sportsline being a referral site will make sense because advertisers would pay the referring site for referring users. Linking 
the users to other websites would have made sense in Gunther in order to allow "rising tide of ad revenues to lift them to profitability" 
(page 1, Paragraph VI). 

With respect to Applicant's arguments that Gunther teaches away from assigning different point values to different pages. The Examiner 
disagrees with Applicant because it is common and well known for advertisers to have different exposures based on the price that they 
pay to advertise. The amount of money that advertisers pay will detemnine the exposure that their advertisements will receive. For 
example, a media company struggling for advertisers would want to give customer a high incentive for linking to those advertisers that are 
paying a higher price to advertise. It would motivate the other advertisers to pay more money in order to receive more exposure to their 
ads, such as high point values to link the users to their sites. 
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
